"We, admit .." Juatitia's'/'. letter on 
this subject, "not with any hope of 
arousing the Government to action; 
but with the object of giving voice to 
popular opinion on a matter wiiich has 
formed. u subject of puliLc conversa- 
tion for some weeks. Tliat a prisoner 
contined ia tho common gnol in this 
city could, in broad day, or in the 
early gas-light, disappear from l;is cell 
without either of tho officers wlio had 
him in charge being iible to give an ac- 
count of liow the disappearance was 
brought about, is, to ordinary minds, 
an inexplicable mystery. No reason- 
able ex})lanation tha'j has been offered 
throws any light on tho matter, and 
Mr. Justice Gray but spoke tho feeling 
of the entire coninuinity when he ex- 
pressed astonishment lliat an investi- 
gation had not been held; that no sus- 
pensions bad been made, and that no 
ona had been held responsible for the 
breaking away of this particular pris- 
oner. I ■ ' - 

Now, there arc circuniatances under 
■which tho escajo might have been 
efiected that would be perfectly com- 
patible, with the honest administration 
of affairs at the gaol. For instance, 
the turukcy who came on at tho even 
ing watch ia said to eke out a slender 
inoomo by inditing editorials for the 
Government organ. These articles, it 
is well known, aio of ja pyrotechnic 
order of literature — tlio variety that 
starts out with the sparkle and friyj 
of a sixi-'i'tiny roulcet and comes down 
like a half-burned and badly-nsed-u]) 
stick. Cm it bo that on this partioulur 
evening, while tho turukey-editur 
vas seated in his chair at the gaol, en- 
gaged in arranging a grand display of 
political fireworks for his readers on 
the following day, that ho became so 
absorbed in hia task as to fail to note the 
picking of the cell-lock within three 
feel, of hia not under.sizod ear; that he 
grew so enamored of the rounding of a 
tiery seiitenco, or the shaping of a 
brilliant peroration, that he did not de- 
tect the cell-door turning on its hinges; 
or that while contemplating with en- 
raptured countenance the grand out- 
pouring of his brain on a sheet of 
paper, the noise that must have been 
made by the ]irisonf"r as ho scrariibled 
over tho fence did not reach him? 
These are important questions, which 
might be asked if an investigation wore 
undertaken. Of course, it would not 
be necessary for the Government to 
dismiss their scribblinL; officer, who 
knows well how to feed the James 
Bay magnates with tally fresh from 
the shop. They m.ight clone their 
eyes to the fact that l)y virtue of a 
local statute a person occupying the 

•po.sition of tho editor of our contem- 
porary is debarred, under pain of fine 
(and we think imprisonment, too,) 
from meddling with the politics of the 
country. They might even close their 
eyes to a knowledge of the fact that 

,be has himself seen the inside of a pri- 

'Bon, and that in the particular cape un- 
der review a "fellow feeling" might 
have made him "wond'rous kind" to 
the unfortunate man who skipped over 
the gaol fence in the early gaslight of 
a November evening. These being 

' Il)att<;r9 .entirely- beside the question, 
we don't care to more than refer to 
them; but there are not wanting ill 
natured persons who assert that had 
not that particular officer been on duty 
on that ])articular evening on wliicli 
that particular pri.soner escaped from 
that particular cell, as if the floor had 
opened suddenly and let him down in- 
to the bowels of the earth — the care- 
less or delinquent official would have 
been hustled out of the public service 
with a speed that would have beaten 
the best time made by a horse round 
Beacon Hill course. But, then, they 
are only taxpayers who .speak in this 
ill-natured way; and the Government, 
ftS in duty bound, will pay no attention 
to them. 



TEE TUEFT UF NEWS LIS- 
FATCHES. 

We have arraigned the Standard for 
the per.iistent and consistent theft of 
the exclusive telegrams of Thu Colonist. 
The practice has been goiii<; on for 
three years ])ast. Witliout remon- 
strance on our part column after col- 
umn of imjiortant news disinitches, 
sent specially and exclusively to this 
journal from, all ])nrts of the world, 
have been coolly appropriated by our 
contemporary, and we have at lust ar- 
rived at the conclusion that it is about 
time the practice should stop. On 
Tue.xday we laid our complaint before 

-, the public. We showed that, in addi- 
tion to ajipropriating the associated 
press dispatche.?, the Standard had 
■ taken without credit an imnortnnt dis- 
s patch Rent us from Ottawa on Saturday 

-^■•last. What was- the answer to our 
c^^plaint? An open acknowleclginent 
8^-\t and a cheeky statement of 
right to -continue its immoral depreda- 
tions, with f ]je addition of insult to in- 
jury by the ab;ertion that the exclusive 
dispatch "dodge" wn.s " a fraud." If it 
can be shown that r^<. Colonist is not 
always twenty-four ho-oj-s in advance 
of its conteinporary in furnjghinf news 
to the readers of this Proi'\iiee° then 

' our contention that dispatches <;re re- 
ceived exclusively by us must faV. to 
tho ground. We await the promisfr.! 
expose; and in the meanwhile state 
positively that the Standard has not 
paid for a single news dispatch since 
tho spring of 1876. What it has not 
cribbed^frpm this- paper it has taken 

- from ilie ' Oreifonujn and other enter- 
prising journals, always, as it confessed 
on Wetlue.>iday, without credit. Now, 
Mr. Strindard, come on with your ex- 
post. You will receive all necessary 
information at tho telegraph ofEce, 

' wtile" we elaall «oat9nt burselves with 



the evidence that will be furnished by 
your smudgy files. As to the word.s 
''copyright secured" to the use of which 
you object, they seem to have acted 
upon you as a wdiolesomo deterrent, 
for you were really afraid to copy our 
last Ottawa telegram. Your right to 
heail a half-column of falsehoods with 
the trade-name of a re.spectable city 
hrni might be seriously called in ques- 
tion ; and the charge of plagiarism 
comes with poor grace from you who 
have not been content with taking our 
dispatches, but on moie than one occa- 
sion have re-printed as your own Colo- 
nist articles after they liave gouo tho 
rounds of the Eastern press. 

AND STILL ANOTHER FAILURE 
• OF JUSTICE. ■' 

At tlie ' Assizes bold here during the 
present week a man was placed on trial 

for his life. He was charged with the 
murder of an Iiulian at Gowichan Bay 
by striking him with a stone on the 
head and fracturing the skull. The 
stone was produced in Court. Wit- 
nesses testified to tho prisoner leaving 
a certain place with the deceased, to 
seeing the prisoner with blood on his 
face the same evening, and to finding 
the liody on the mud Hats of the bay 
the following morning. So far ns it 
went the evidence, though circumstan- 
tial, was consistent v;\i\\ the indict- 
ment, and the ))rosocntion closed their 
case in full confidence of a verdict. 
But when tho depositions came to be 
sifted by counsid for the defence, a 
remarkable di.sclosuro was made, It 
was ascertained that there was no 
medical testimony as to tho naluri! of 
the wounds saitl to have been visible 
on the dead man's head. One of tho 
witnesses for tho Crown stated that the 
Coroner of Cowichan wrote to the 
Attorne.}' General's oliice requesting 
that a medical man be di.s]iatchcil to 
examine the wounds and th.'it cither no 
response was made lo the appliciition 
or that it was refused. Later on in 
the day I\Ir. HAnRiapN ro.se and in- 
formed tho Court' that no medical man 
was sent up because the Coroner said 
one was not necessary. Giving the 
Crown the full bemuit of this fdute- 
ment (and it is called into serious ques- 
tion by the sworn testimony of the wit- 
ness referred to) what does it show? 
That the Coroner of Cowichan district 
usurped the functions of tho Attorney 
General; that ho decided a medical ex- 
amination svas unneeessarv, and that 
the legal advi.serof tlie Crown quietly 
acquiesced. Now, v.bcn the Cowichan 
Coroner gave his opinion to the At- 
torney General on that important 
point it became the duty of the latter 
official to write back and insist upon 
the exhumation of the body for the 
purposes of medical examination. This 
not having been (lon(>, the case for the 
Crown broke down because no one 
could swear of what tho man died, and 
there was another failure of Jus- 
tice! Really, tiicio failure.'! are be- 
coming monotonous.

FULL INFOELIATION AS TO THE 
ROUTE, 

Wh&t an OlA Miiior Thialsfl of th.t 

We have been f.ivortd by a well-known 
Cassiar miner witli the following graphic 
description of the trip from this city to 
the new Eldornd<j in the Skagit country: 

Hosaj'!!: We loft Victoria on tho 18th 
Nov. niul Fort Ui)[)e on tho 20th, nnd 
took along two Indiana as guides, each 
man packing -10 pciuiids from Hope. Tho 
crossing to the Hl;iij,'it river is 23 mileg 
over a good pack tr.iil, on '.rhich therj \ra« 
from (5 inches to 1 foot of snow. From 
thence «o followed the Skagit river bot- 
toms as beat v,-c cuuld, sometimes on an 
Indian trail, making our way over dead 
timber and through brush. It was im- 
possible to keep the Indian trail on ac- 
count of tho snow, the blazes being few 
.ind far between. But there is such a 
trail, and wc siiw horse triickB on it in 
scvci'al pkiccd. 'J im Indian.s brin(f their 
horses tlirougli with them on their hunt- 
ing and tr.ipijing expcditioiifl. Wo made 
our way to the boundary line, a distance 
of about 20 miles, and untu Ruby creek, 
about 20 or 25 miles. Below the line, 
about Co miles in all, tho trail follows thw 
valley of tho rivor all tho w.ay, sometimes 
hugging the foot of the hills in ordor to 
avoid the sloughs, ths valley of the rivor 
being from a few hundred yards to a 
mile wide', covered with an immonae 
growth of cedar and other wood with a 
I'ood deal of fallen timber and under- 
brush. Tlicro in no b;id canyon on the' 
rivor down to Ruby creek, whore a can- 
yon 20 niiies long commences. It is com- 
paratively level and little or no grading 
need be done. In fact, nothing is neces- 
sary but to cut out the fallen timber and 
brush to make a firatrato pack trail. One 
of the main forks of the ijkagit heads 
about 10 miles from Fort Hope. Tho sum 
of S2,000 would make a good trail from 
the Hope road to the line, and I have no 
doubt but the first trains through, assiat- 
ed by the miners, would cut their waj- 

> from the line to tho crock in preferanco 
to canoeing up tho Skogit. Tho moun- 
tains rise to an immense height on each 

"Bide of -the river from it.'! head to its 
mouth, a distance, I should guess, of near- 

■:ly 200 miles. Ruby Creek empties into 
the Skagit on the lefb branch, about 123 
miles from its mouth. It heads south 
Eouth-sast and runs north north-east. It 
is a largo stream, bigger than Dcr^so 
creek, Cassiar. and has several tributaries, 
Panther, Granite, and Canyon, all f^ood- 
sized creeks. The highest water is in 
June, when I am told iluby Creek is a j 
small river.' It is surrounded on aU sides I 
by some of the' loftiest mountains in the 1 
country, and immense rpiantities of snow j 
fall during tho v,-inter. The snow melt- 
ing in the early sumraor keeps the creek 
at a high stage during May and June, j 
Mining can bo carried en all winter, es- 
C6£t. during a^bard fieezius >psll. Some j 



say tho winter is the best time for mining 
operations. Ruby is a very rough creek; 
m fact, the whole country is rough around 
It— rougher- than anything in Cassiar. 
There is a' good deal of tho creek canyon, 
which is very narrow and m- ill be hard to work 
The bedrock is a slate formation. Up to- 
wards tho head of the creok thero is a great 
deal of granite and porphyry. Towards 
tho mouth of the croek gold has beon 
found for a distance of 10 niilos up, but 1 
could not learn whether any person 
had been "to tho head of tho creek. 
Ruby was struck nearly a year ago by Mr. 
John A. Eowloy, a well knowa. minor and 
prospector in that country. The miners 
mako their own laws and have named the 
district Euby District. Claims arc 250 
foot in length for each man and each 
miner can hold by pre-emption one creek 
and one hill claim. Mr. George Sanger 
was elected Recorder by the miners. 
Thero were about 80 claims taken u[) 
when wo loft, being about four miles of 
the best looking portion of tho crock — I 
moan the parts easioat to work. Fully 
half the other six miles where gold has 
beon found is canyon and will have to bo 
flumed in order to be worked. Wo did 
somo light prospecting along the creek for 
a distance of miles, but could liud no 
such prospects as aomo of thu Paget .Soiiiul 
papers report. True, wo ecuild not gut 
bod-rook, but in somo places wo .sunk kcjlea 
throe or four foot deep and found- from 
nothing to a few colors in the top gravel, 
reported as prospecting from 5c. to SI to 
the pan. In ono jjlaco near the moutli of 
the creek about three feet deep wo atruck 
a layer of sediment or hard couionted clay 
forming a kind of false bedrock, from 
which wo obtained small prospects, some- 
times as high as two bits to the pan. We 
rocked hero part of ono day, say about 
80 buckets of pickod pay gravel, and got 
814 ill dust, ono piece weighing CO coiit:i. 
We were now 10 days on tho creek and 
our provisions wero running short. Wo 
located claims and loft next day by way 
of Seattle. Wo had to como out this way 
in ordor to record our claims, tho record- 
books being kept during tlio winter at 
Goodall Landing, tho head of canoe navi- 
gation on tho Skagit. Thero was about 
four foot of snow on the divide leading to 
tho ferry and 18 inches on the Sourdough, 
but little or nono on tho creek bott^jm. 
Whon wo loft there did not appear to be 
much work done on the creek for the 
number of men (25) thers all summer. 
They are said to have takon out about 
§3000. Thero wero but fow miners 
amongst thom. As far as I can Icani 
there aro no tools, provisions or anything 
for Bale on the creek at prosont and it is 
hard to »ay when thero will be; not until 
tho trails are made, anyhow. In conclu- 
lion I would say that I saw nothitig big 
or that I could bet on; but from tho look 
of tho country it may turn out woll when 
it is prospectod. It is worth trying, being 
near homo and easily got at. Evorytluiig 
depends on tho deep ch.".nnel of tho creok, 
as yot untried oxcopt by Walter lloliin- 
8011 & Co. , who I believe got 40ounci« 
for a fow wouks' work. Nobody appoar.s 
to have struck anything on tho bouche-t, 
points or hills, which is very singular. 
Tliere wore but three men on the crock 
when wo loft. They are going to winter 
there. Wo mot about fiftcon men going 
in with their winter's supplies. From tho 
croek to the head of caiioo navigation it ia 
about sixteen miles. Tho trail follows 
the rivor as nearly as possible through a 
bad canyon and climbs several bad blufli 
and hills such as Sourdough, Jacob's 
Ladder and several others. It will bo 
very difRcult to mako a pack trail through 
auch a country. I think they will have to 
seek some other route for it. Wo found 
■ no canoes on the river so we had to build 
a raft to como down to tho mouth 
where wo mot tho steamer Josephine and 
came by hur io Seattle, boing 11 days 
from tho crock tn that place and ten days 
from "Victoria to tho creok. I.think when 
tho trail is made from Fort Hope to the 
mines wo shall bo able to go through friuu 
Victoria in four days, and I doubt if tho 
Seattle route can como up to that, allow- 
ing oven that they mako a good trail, put 
steamers on the river and form perfect 
connections all along the line. W o had 
very bad weather during tho entire trip- 
both going in and coming out — snow and 
rain falling heavily. Tho Skagit ro.Re 10 
ft. on tho 14th and loth iiist. at M<junt 
A'crnon, a fact which illustrates the diffi- 
culties to ho contended with in navigating 
the river with canoes. Tho few Cassiar 
miners who have beon into the digging."! 
aro all going back in the spring to open 
their claims and see if they aro worth 
anything.

AFGHANISTAN. 

LoNDOJT, peRj.17.— Tho cantonments 
Shirpur aro surroundod by high brick 
walls, loopholed, with outor ditches. 
Behind tho walls arc cartii works thrown 
up, adding to their ntrangth and raak- 
in£j a platform, for the dnfonders to lire 
from. At the corners and ut intervals 
along the walls aro bastions for guns. 
Against n position such as this, held 
5000 Briti.sh troops, witli an abund- 
ance of artillery and munitions of war, 
the rusli of the savage mob could do 
nothing, and their numbers, however 
largo, would add little or nothing to 
their aggressive force. Tho troops are 
now on tho "way from JoUalabad and 
Gandaniut number two regiments of 
cavalry, seven regimnnts of infantry 
and two batteries of artillery. 

The uio.st dilliculc position of the 
enemy was gallantly carried yesterday. 
Later in tlio day our troops lost tho po- 
sition which they had before takon. 

Chatham, Dec 17. — In view of the 
serious nature of the iatu intelligence 
from Afghanistan troops aro now un- 
der orderH for liuli;t and will be dis- 
patched earlier than originally intend- 
ed. Tiu! gravi! nature &f tho situation 
will delay the dejiarture from India of 
some rogimouts which wore about to 
return after long service. 

Los'DO.v, Dec. 17. — Tho Viceroy of 
India telegraph.s that coinmuuications 
with Gen. Roberts are interrupted. 
Uaoud Shah, formerly couimander-in 
chief of tho Afghan army, has been 
discovered to be insincere in his pro 
fession to co operate with tho British 
since thoir occu])ation of Cabul, and 
his arrest seems to indicato liia recent 
treachery or tho discovery of tho ]jroofs 
of bi.i perlidy in the (illiiirof the slaugh- 
ter of the British embassy iu Cabul, on 
which occasion he was sent by tin- 
Ameer to quell the revolt and publicly 
received the thanks of the British olU 
cers for his pretended efforts to assist 
Cavagnari. 

A dispatch from Khobat anuouncos 
that Gen. Ty tier attacked and captured 
Zavva, where was stored tbo grain of 
all tho Zaimukht tribes. The enemy 
left a large number of dead on tho field. 
Tho British loss was four wounded.

SOUTH A.MERICA. 
Panama, Dec. G. — Advices from 
Lima, Nov. 25, bring intelligence of an 
important battle, Nov. 15th, at a place 

called Sun Francisco. TIic allied Peru- 
vians and Bolivians under Buendia, 
numbering about 12,000, attacked the 
invading army of tlifj Chileans in n 
strengly intrenched position. The allies 
were defeated with a loss of 3,000. 
The ardor of the Bolivians is cooling, 
and discontent i.s rapidly spreading. 

The Chilean frigate Blanco Eucalada 
captured the Peruvian gunboat Polco- 
nmyo. 

Q'ho outlook for the Peruvians is 
anything but favorable. The govern- 
ment has issued a decree ordering all 
silver mines in the country to bo sub- 
jftct to )uirchase by the government at 
a fixed rate in jjaper. .\n export duty 
on sugar ha.s also beon decreed.

Be it enacted by the Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria as followis: 

1. It ahall not bo lawful to let or occu- 
py, oraufler to bo occiipioil, a dwolling 
any room unless the following requiro- 

. ments aro complied with, that is to say: 
(a) Unless such room contain at all 
times at. least 384 cubic feqt of .space 
for each person occupying tho same. 
Unless aubli room has a window 
niado to open in a manner approved 
by tho' Board of H(>^lth or Health 
Officer of the City. 
Ce^ Unless there is appurtenant to such 
rtiom tho U30 of a water closet, earth 
closet or privy, furnished with pro- 
per doors or coverings, to tho satis- 
faction of tho 13oard of Health or 
Health Officer of the City. 

2. Any person who lots, occupies, or 
knowingly suffers to bo occupied, any 
room contrary to tho provisions of this 
Bylaw shall bo liablo for every such of- 
fence to a penalty not exceeding §50, in 
the discretion of any Justice of the Peace 
before whom he may be convicted. 

3. Any room in which any person passes 
the night, or the princip:U part of the 
night, shall bo deemed to. be occupied as a 
dwelling within the moaning of this By- 
law. 

4. Whore two convictions asjuinat tho 
provisions of thia Bylaw rulatnjg to the 

- oooupation of a room as a dwelling have 
taken place within three months (whether 
the persocs 80 convicted were or were not 

-the same) any Justice of the Peace may 
■ direct the closing of the room so occupied, 
or of tho premises to which it bolongs, for 
ouch time as ho may deem necessary, oi
